Lava Said to Be Flowing From 
West Side of Hawaiian 
Volcano. 


KILAUEA ALSO 


Steam Clouds From Mountain

HONOLULU, T. H., May 20.—Clouds 
of volcanic smoke and steam burst 
from the Mauna Loa on the Island 
of Hawaii last night and today. 

The lava fountains and fire lake on 
Kilauea are unusually No 
damage has been reported and no 
alarm is felt. 

The clouds of steam and smoke rose 
to the estimated height of 20,000 feet and 
the tremendous spectacle was visible 
for hundreds of miles. Tava is reported 
flowing from Mauna Loa, but this is 
unconfirmed. 

No fires are visible on Mauna Loa. If 
lava is flowing it is believed to be on 
the west side of the mountain. Prof. 
Thomas A. Jagger Jr. of the Institute 
of Technology and director of the Kil- 
auea, is on his wav to Mauna Loa by 
automobile to investigate the reports of 
flowing lava.

Staats Zeitung, denied that the German 
press of the country is preparing to sup- 
port Hughes. 

“Not until after the Democratic and 
Republican conventions,”’ said Selbmann, 
‘will the Germans make their choice. 
You can safely say, however, that there 
will be no German votes cast for Wil- 
s0n, Roosevelt or Root.” 

Milwaukee German language newspa- 
pers have not as yet promoted the cause 
of any presidential candidate. They 
have printed numerous editorials criti- 
cising Wilson and Roosevelt. Their 
managers said yesterday that support 
would be pledged to no candidate until 
the conventions had made their nomina- 
tions. Twenty-six uninstructed dele- 
gates from Wisconsin are reported to 
favor the nomination of Hughes. Of the 
ib pledged to La Follette four are Mil- 
waukee Germans and three Germans 
from rural districts.

MRS. NOLKER TELLS 
OF HER EFFORTS 10 
GIVE ‘BOB A HOME 


Says Her Ambition Was to Have 
Children, Not to ‘‘Guzzle 
in Cafes.”’ 


‘DIDN’T WANT A_ CAREER, 


Only Studied Opera to Give 
Husband Atmosphere of Cul- 
ture and Refinement. 


Mrs. Pearl Elizabeth Hyman Nolker of 
the St. Regis Apartments, 4954 Lindell 
bowevard, in an interview with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter yesterday, gave her 
version of the domestic trouble which 
resulted in the filing of a divorce suit 


by her husband, Robert E. Nolker, pres- 
ident of the Aero Club of St. Louis and 
secretary of the Commercial Electric 
Supply Co. 

Nolker in his petition, filed yesterday 
afternoon, alleged that his wife called 
him a ‘‘Dutch boob,”’ objected to having 
children and had an inordinate ambition 
to become an opera singer.

4 HOURS WITH A 
200-POUND MAN 


Aviator in Trip From Newport 
News to Sheepshead Bay 
Breaks Record. 


NEW YORK, May 20.—Victor Carl- 
strom in a 160-horsepower biplane, flew 
from Newport News, Va., to the Sheeps- 
head Bay Speedway, in this city today, 
a distance of 416 miles, in four hours 
and one minute. This is a record for 
this distance, according to an announce- 
ment made by the Aero Club of Ameri- 
Ca. 

During his flight Carlstrom was lost 
for a time in a thunderstorm at an 
altitude of 6000 feet. Stephenson Mac 
Gordon, who started at the same time iu 
another machine, was forced to descend 
3000 feet on account of the storm and 
reached here one hour after Caristrom’s 
arrival. The flights were held in con- 
nection with a military, naval and avia- 
tion tournament which began today at 
the Sheepshead Bay Speedway. 

The Aero Club announced that the 
best previous American cross-country 
flight was 332 miles in four hours 
anc 44 minutes, made in 1914, be- 
tween Des Moines, Ito., and Kentland, 
Ind 

Caristrom carried 
Capt. Ralph Taylor of the Connecti- 
cut National Guard. Capt. Taylor, 
who weighs 200 pounds, is one of the 
militia. officers of 32 States who are 
being trained in aviation at the ex- 
pense of the National Aeroplane Fund. 
Carlistrom’'s biplane is a military ma- 
chine. Several aviators, whe made 
flights to the speedway from the 
other parts of the country to _ set 
their bearings, arrived safely, but 
broke no records.

GERMANS ATTACK 


ON YSER CANAL AND 
IN THE CHAMPAGNE 


Paris Announces Repulse of 
Two New Offensives— 


Italians Evacuate More Po- 
sitions Before Austrian Ad- 
vance. 


Three Seaplanes Raid En- 
gland and One of Them Is 
Shot Down Off the Bel- 
gian Coast. 


lourth German Steamer Tor-

PARIS, May 20.—German 
tcok the offensive along the Yser 
Canal between Steenstraete and 
Hetsas last night, the War Office an- 
mcunced today. An attempt to cross 
the canal failed. 

The Germans also attacked in the 
Champagne. The War Office an- 


nouncement says that asphyxiating 
gas was used, but that the assault 
was repulsed. 
Dunkirk was bombarded by Ger- 
man aeroplanes. One woman was 
killed and 27 persons were wounded. 
The town of Bergues, near Dunkirk. 
also was bombarded by German aero- 
planes. Five persons were killed and 11 
wounded. In retaliation for these at- 
tacks, French and Belgian aeroplanes 
dropped bombs on German camps. 
On the Verdun front there were no 
important developments. French posi- 
tions at Avocourt and at Dead Man Hill 
were bombarded violently. 
The statement follows: 
“In Belgium enemy troops attempted 
to cross the Yser Canal between Steen- 
straete and Het Sas. They were checked 
by infantry and artillery fire. 
“In the Champagne the Germane “‘i«- 
charged dense clouds of gas along our 
front on the road between 8&t. Hiliare 
and St. Souplet and on the Souain-Som- 
me-Py road. 
“Our curtain of fire made it impos- 
sible for the enemy to launch an at- 
tack which he had prepared. 
“West of the Meuse (Verdun front), 
there was a violent bombardment dur- 
ing the night against our positions b.- 
tween Avocourt Wood and Dead Man's 
Hill.” 
“Sub-Lieutenant Navarre brought 
down yesterday his eleventh German 
aeroplane. It fell within our lines at 
Chattancourt and the two occupants 
were captured. Another German aero- 
Plane crashed down i!n the Bers For- 
est. Three other German aeroplanes 
were hit by our fire and were seen to 
fall vertically in the German lines. 
“German aviators during the night 
threw many bombs on Dunkirk and 
Bergues. At Dunkirk a woman was 
Willed and 27 persons were wounded. At 
Bergues five persons were killed and 
11 wounded. In reprisal a French 
squadron set forth immediately to bom- 
bard enemy cantonments at Wywege, 
Zarren and Handzaeme.” 


ENGLAND RAIDED 
BY 3 SEAPLANES 


Soldier Killed, 2 Civilians 
Wounded; One Flyer Is 
Brought Down. 


LONDON, May ®.—Three German sea- 
planes made a raid on the English coast 
last night, a British official announce 
ment this afternoon states. 

One of the aircraft was brought down 
off the Belgian coast. 

The seaplanes dropped 27 bombs, 


killing one soldier and wounding two 
civillans. 
The statement says: “A hostile air 


raid was carried out on the east coast 
of Kent last night by at least three 
seaplanes. The raiders made the Kn 
glish coast a few minutes past 2 o clock 
this morning. One seaplane. then 
turned north and dropped a dosgen ex- 
plosive bombs over the Isle of Thanet. 
Some windows were broken. There 
were no casualties and no other damage. 

‘Two seaplanes turned south and 
dropped % explosive bombs over South- 
eastern Kent. In one town a few bomins 
took effect. One soldier was killed, one 
woman and one seaman were injure, 
one public house was wrecked and sev- 
eral houses damaged. The remaining 
bombs caused no casualties or damage. 

The raiders all made off as soon as 
their bombs were discharged. One of 
the raiding seaplanes was brought down 
by a naval patrol off the Belgian coast 
this morning.

Indications Multiply That Troops 


Are to Be Concentrated 
at the Border. 


NEW TRAINS OF TRUCKS 


Difficult Problem to Supply Pa- 
trol at Line—Guardsmen 
Being Trained. 


EL PASO, Tex.,

Officers who have had charge of truck 
trains with the expedition passed 
through El Paso yesterday, 
San- Antonio to take over the trucks, 
from which five new trains will be 


formed. These will work in the diffi-

GUARDS SLOW TO 
MOBILIZE,PLANS OF 
FUNSTON DELAYED 


Arizona, New Mexico and Texas 
to Furnish Only 3000 Men 
for Patrol Duty. 


WASHINGTON, May 2%.—Gen. Fun- 
ston’s realignment of the border patrol 
is being delayed, War Department of- 
ficials said today, by slow mobilization 
of the Arizona and New Mexico Na- 
tional Guard and by the disappointing 
showing in numbers and equipment of 
gome of the guard companies that have 
reported for service. 

Although it has been 10 days since 
. President Wilson called out the Texas, 
Arizona and New Mexico guardsmen 
for patrol duty along the border, their 
mobilisation and assignment is far from 
complete. The Texas companies re- 
sponded promptly, but in the other two 
States the call has not met with as 
quick a response as officials expected. 
In addition, so many companies in all 
three States have been found t6 be be- 
low their paper strength that the War 
Department now expects the total 
guardsmen provided will not be more 
than 3000, and probably a few hundred 
less. When the call was issued it was 
dependent on to add 3500 men to the 
border patrol. 

So far Gen, Funston has reporged 
only in a general way on the national 
guard mobilization, but a fuller report 
is expected éarly next week. Officials 
hope that by that time the reassign- 
‘ment of troops along the border will 
have been completed. 

Tt is considered likely here that the 
realigriment will include withdrawal of 
the forees of Maj. Langhorne, which 
crossed in pursuit of the Big Bend 
raiders. Their mission is regarded as 
virtually accomplished, the bandits in 
that region apparently having been dils- 
persed and the Americans captured at 
Boquillas rescued. A Carranza com- 
mand moving from Baltillo is expected 
to do much toward relieving the Big 
Bend aituation, 

The State Department's dispatch from 
Mexico City indicated that the strike of 
railway employes that has paralyzed 
traffic in a large section north of the 
capital might soon be adjusted. Re- 
sumption of train service south of Sal- 
tillo, the dispatch said, was to be re- 
sumed today. Officials think the strike 
may have delayed arrival at the border 
of some of the American Consuls or- 
dered there for a conference on the gen- 
eral situation.

BRITISH CAPTURE. 
NDGE OVERLOOKING 
THE PLAIN OF LENS 


360 Yards of Trenches Taken in 
Night Attack Preceded by 
Explosion of Mines. 


BRITISH FIELD HEADQUARTERS 
IN FRANCE, May 20.—It has developed 
that the actions of the battalinns of the 
North Lancashires and the Lancashire 
Fusiliers on the fifteenth was a singular- 
ly brilliant attack and gained a strat- 
egic point—the crest of the redoubtable 
Vimy ridge—the possession of which 
means the command of the plain of 
Lens. 

Since the British took over this section 


the battle of Verdun, the Germans had 
been holding stubbornly the vantage of 
the higher ground and inflicting heavy 
casualties on the British. After a suc- 
cessful explosion of mines just after 
dark, the Lancashires, who are made up 
largely of cotton operatives fr6ém Man- 
chester, rushed from their trenches to 
the lips of the craters. 

Every detail in the program of the 
operation was carried out successfully. 
Morning found the Lancashires thor- 
oughly entrenched against a retaliatory 
German bombardment and had connected 
their old line by communicating trench- 
es, six feet deep. Slight casualties were 
the cost of the night’s success. The 
value of the ground gained is not to be 
judged by the 360 yards of front taken, 
but by the fact that the Lancashires 
are no longer on the downside of the 
slope with the Germans above them.

Austrian Attack Aimed 
to Forestall Offensive 


Tynof Move Like 


FRANK H. SIMONDS. 

N the minds of all observers of the war 
| the Austrian attack upon Italy will 
seem a natural and normal expan- 
sion of a policy well defined in the case 
of Verdun. The policy may be described 
as a decision on the part of Germany to 
renounce grandiose operations like the 
campaign against Russia last summer 
and confine herself to a general de- 
fensive, supplemented by a limited of- 

fensive on a narrow front. 


In the case of Verdun we are now 
pretty familiar with the German meth- 
od. Attacking on a narrow front, with 
n colossal concentration of artillery and 
only a relatively considerable infantry 
force, they endeavored to take first by 
main force and by surprise and then by 
a slow and steady push, one of the best 
known of French fortresses, which, al- 
though no longer of military value, pre- 
served its hold upon the imagination of 
the French and German publies. Both 
the surprise attack and the slow and 
steady pounding have failed at Verdun. 
Despite oscillations and fluctuations the 
Germans have made no real progress for 
two months. Now their military experts 
have fallen back on a third line of argu- 
ment to justify the attack and to sus- 
tain a claim for success, It is this third 
line of argument which is most interest- 
ing to watch, with the Austrian attack 
on Italy in progress. 

The effects of the German attack upon 
Verdun, the German experts assert, has 
been to disarrange the whole allied plan 
for a general offensive this spring. The 
losses of the French and the expenditure 
of ammunition has been so great that 
France ig out of the running for the 
year, and the allied general offensive is 
impossible, Germany thinks. 

Add to this the German bélief that 
France is exhausted in men, in spirit, 
in resources, and it is easy to explain 
why Germany keeps on pounding at 
Verdun, when alli hope of military s#uc- 
cess is at an end and at most only a 
moral value can attach to any local 
victory. The German conception as to 
French exhaustion is probably mistaken. 
But Germany and German writers cling 
to it firmly. 


Now an Austrian attack upon Italy is 
plainly predicated on the same concep- 
tion. France is out of the running. 
Italy is the next in line. An attack 
upon Italy by the Southern Tyrol ¢ar- 
ries with it the possibility, the maxi- 
mum possibility, of an advance to Vero- 
na or Vicenza, the tsolation of all the 
Italian armies east of Vicenza on the 
Isonzo front, the complete dislocation 
of Italian plans and of Italian partict- 
pation in a general allies offensive. Such 
a maximum profit is at best unlikely—, 
but there remains iie chance that 
Italy will loge so -heavily in men, in 
muntition-, that she will also be elimin- 
ated, as tie Ge-mans assert France is 
eliminated for the balance of the year. 
Meantime it is.clear th:t Germany is 
standing on the defensive in Russia 
and on the British front. She is using 
only small forces against Verdun and 
the Austrian army actually in tie Tyrol 
is n@ considerable according to con- 
temporary standards. 

Germany has failed to take Verdun. 
Austria will possibly fail to get Verona. 
But neither failure will be of moment 
if France and Italy are put out of the 
running for the present season. 

Converse of German View. 

Now the converse of German view is 
freely stated by allicd commentators, 
These declare that Germany has lost far 
more men and expended far more am- 
muition than the French have done at 
Verdun,that she has failed to precipitate 
a premature and ili-co-ordinated allied 

offensive and that when their time 
comes th. alles will be able to launch 
a general offensive from :}i points. 

Remember, always, that hitherto the 
chief German advantage has been the 
possession of the interiér lines which 
enabled her to move quickly from the 
east to the west, from Franc to Rus- 
sia, to meet an attack. The allies have 
not co-or: ‘nated their efforts. The 
South In our own Civil War possessed 
the same advantage, and used it suc- 
cessfully, until Grant initiated the poli- 
ey of attacking on all fronts simu!- 
taneously, and then the end was rela- 
tively prompt... 

If the allies are correct itn their as- 
sertions, they posses the power to strike 


fat their own moment~on: all fronts. 
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That of Verdun 


Germany has failed to disorganize their 
plans or break up their arrangements 
by the Verdun operation. If Germany 
is accurate, the policy of limited local 
offensives, succeeding the old general 
attack of the Marne and of the Rus- 
sian campaigns, is proving fatal to an 
allied offensive this year. 


It is fair to conclude that the change 
in German- policy represents a recogni- 
tion that it is no longer possible to win 
the war on the old scale. It is no 
longer possible to destroy the military 
forces of France or of Russia and 
thereby eliminate them from the war. 
On the other hand, it seems to indicate 
the Germans have no larger hope than 
that of maintaining what they now 
hold until allied exhaustion compels a 
settlement by diplomats, not by sol- 
diers. 


Germany Ready for Peace. 


Germany is now ready to make 
peace. She cannot conquer Europe. 
She no longer believes she can dispose 
of Russia or France’ permanéntly, but 
she believes that she can hold her 
present linés indefinitely and disorgan- 
ize and wear out her opponents by 
small offensives like the Verdun at- 
tack. She counts on the moral effect 
upon France and Italy of steady losses 
without profit, and she expects that 
I'rance first, Italy next, will consent 
to peace when peace offers them in- 
tegrity and war no possible profit. 


If Germany could provoke the allies 
to a premature attack which failed, 
she would reap large profit and might 
get peace on terms that would leave 
her supreme in the Near East. If she 
can hold on her present line until win- 
ter and prevent a general offensive, 
she may get material gain out of the 
war. 

But it is essential to recognize that 
her position is weakened by her mani- 
fest eagerness for peace, which has 
combined with the Verdun campaign to 
inspirit the allies, and absence of all 
success, coupled with steady casgual- 
ties, may have as profound effect upon 
her population as she has hoped it 
would have upon the French. 


As far as one can judge Germany and 
her Austrian ally are now trying to cut 
their losses while holding onto their 
conquests against the day of settlement 
by negotiation. This is a complete break 
with the method of 1914 and 1915. [n 
both of these years Germany tried to 
win by a general and colossal? attack 
that should not defeat but annihilate. 

Civil War Parallel. 

Apparently we are coming to a change 
in the history of the great war. A sim- 
ilar change came after Gettysburg ‘n 
the Civil War. The South renouncad 
the idea of conquering peace on the 
enemy's territory. It clung for two 
years more to the idea that it could win 
freedom by defending the territory its 
armies held. This was the last phase 
of the Confederacy. 


It is worth recalling, too, that in this 
last phase Europe, and even not a few 
Northerners, talked of peace and of the 
fatal folly of going on with a hope- 
less struggle. To the very end the 
South clung to the belief that it could 
not be beaten on its own lines. The 
new German policy, if it is a policy, 
cannot be taken as otiier than a confes- 
sion of weakness. The problem which 
remains to be faced ia: Will allied 
strength of will endure? If it does, ‘t 
ft not hard to foggseee new German sug- 
gestions of peace, this time based on 
the prospects, not on the present situa- 
tion.

WASHINGTON, May 20.—Ambassador 
Page at London cabled the State De- 
partment last night that the sentence 
of Lynch, had: not been confirmed, but 
that in accordance with instructions 
from Secretary Lansing the British 
Government had been asked to sus- 
pend the infliction of any punishment, 
pending an investigation. 

Until this message came there nad 
been no definite assurance that Lynch 
was alive. Senator O’Gorman had in- 
formed President ‘Wilson that he had 
been told by friends of Lynch in New 
Yerk that he was sentenced to be shot.

DUBLIN, May %.—The Irish Judges 
have resumed their sitting in the Four 
Courts, which have been closed for an 
extra long Easter recess, owing to the 
rebellion. Except for a few large holes 
in one of the outer walls, caused by 
gunfire during the rebellion, the build- 
ing shows few traces of having been 

occupied by the rebels.

During the day the Germans made no 
infantry attacks from their newly won 
positions on the left bank of the Meuse 
in the Verdun region, according ‘to 
Paris. The artillery struggle, however, 
continues most violent on the front of 
the Avocourt Wood, Hill 304 and Le 
Mort Homme. The artillery action has 
not ‘been so great on the right bank 
of the Meuse and in the Woevre. Aero- 
plane bombing expeditions continue on 
both sides. 

The Russian advance in the Caucasus 
theater is meeting with more active op- 
position from the Turkish forces. Con- 
stantinople claims that attacks by the 
Russians in the regions of Bitlis and 
Baiburt were repulsed. Petrograd re- 
ports only “insignificant encounters al! 
along this entire front. 

Entente submarine campaign against 
German shipping in the Baltic sea con- 
tinues, the sinking of the German 
steamer Tarve by an underwater boat 
being announced from Stockholm. All 
the passengers and crew of the French 
coasting steamer Mira were lost when 
that vessel was torpedoed and sunk in 
the Mediterranean Sea May 16, accord- 
ing to a Marseilles dispatch. 


Berlin Tells of Repulse of French 
Attacka. 

BERLIN, May 20.—The fallure of 
repeated attacks by the French on 
the German positioh along the road 
between Haucourt and Esnes on the 
Verdun front was announced today by 
the War Office. A patrol operation 
in the Afgonne resulted in heavy 
lIcsses for the French. 

The statement follows: ‘Western 
front: In the Argonne, German patrols 
penetrated the enemy’s second line after 
a few explosions. They observed great 
losses in killed and wounded in the en- 
emy’s positions and returned with a few 
prisoners. 

“Repeated attacks upon our newly 
gained positions on both sides of the 
Fiaucourt-Esnes high ~— were again 
easily repulsed. 

“Five enemy aeroplanes were brought 
down, one by our infantry fire. south- 
east of Vailley, the other four in aerial 
patties near Aubreville, on the southern 
edge of the Hessen Wood, near Avocourt 
and due east of Verdun. 

“Our aviators attacked enemy ships 
on the Flanders doast, enemy shelters, 
the aerodrome and the raiiway station 
near Dunkirk and military establish- 
ments at St. Pol, Dixmude, Popering'e, 
Amiens, Chaions and Svippes. with good 
results.” 
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Speaks to 100,000 at Mecklen- 
burg Declaration Anniversary 
at Charlotte, N. C. 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., May 2.—Presi- 
dent Wilson today addressed a crowd 
estimated at more than 100,000 gathered 
here for the l4ist anniversary of the 
signing of the Mecklenberg declaration 
of independence. "te was introduced 
by Gov. Craig of North Carolina, who 
spoke of the President as one of the 
greatest leaders the nation has ever 
seen. 

The President began speaking at 12:9 
o'clock, Cevoting his brief address al- 
most wholly to discussion of the ideals 
of thé United States. He declared “un- 
tainted Americanism’’ was needed, and 
that the United States must preserve 
its ideals in order to be of assistance in 
helping the world. He was enthusias- 
tically applauded. 


Address of the President. 
‘‘T have come back for a brief visit to 


a region dear to my heart,’’ said the 
President, ‘‘I do not know whether I 
can interpret for you the spirit of this 
occasion. It is necessary to realize just 
what we celebrate. There were only 
three million people in this nation when 
it became independent. Now there are 
100,000,000 people. There have been 
changes but we have the same elements. 
“What I want to impress on you is 
that we have always been in the mak- 
ing. Among the men who founded this 
nation there was a great passion for 
human liberty. What I want to call 
your attention to is that this nation has 
devoted itself almost too much to ma- 
terial things. There have been other 
nations just as rich as the United States. 
We must think of what we are going 
to do with our wealth and our pros- 
perity. 

“At™merica did not come out of the 
South and it did not come out of New 
England, It came out of the middle 
states, where there was a mixture of 
different races.’’ 

The President spoke of the European 
war. 

“What are the elements of this war?’’ 
he asked. 

“It is a clash of different elements. 
Europe is fighting out in war, the ques- 
tion we are fighting out in peace. As 
the processes of communication have 
grown better, nations and peoples have 
grown closer together. Men can now 
learn more about each other. So that 
now the melting pot is bigger than 
America. It is as big as the world 
See then what a new world we have 
come into. 


Tried to Set Peace Example. 
“Here in America we have tried to 


set the example of peace by keeping 
together. Isn't it the sign and dawn 
of a new age that the one thing new 
on which the world is about to fall 


kind ?’’ 

The President said he would like to 
think the “spirit of this occasion” could 
be expressed “if we could imagine our- 
selves lifting up some symbol of hu- 
manity.’”’ 

He added he hoped the United States 
after the European war would be able 
to lift up a symbol of the “still small 
voice of humanity.’’ 

Closing his address amid a burst of ap- 
plause, the President left the stund to 
go to a local club for luncheon.

Residents Succeed in Halting 
Work After a Three-Days’ 
Fight. 


After three days of fighting the 
Seuth Forest Park Residents’ Im- 
provement Association succeeded at 
11 a. m today in haiting the laying 
of a track by the United Railways 
Co inside of Forest Park at Tamm 
avenue. The railways company 
sought permission from the Board of 
Public Service to build a loop dt 
Tamm avenue to accommodate traf- 
fic to the zoo so that it would not 
have to run ite cars to the West End 
Heights terminal loop, three blocks 
west. 

An injunction, issued by Circuit 
Juage Hennings, v’as served on Presi- 
dent McCulloch of the Railways com- 
pany, and he ordered the work 
stopped. The Board of Public Ser- 
vice issued a permit at noon yester- 
day, authorizing the laying of the 
treck, but the work will be suspend- 
ed until the injunction suit is heard 
anc determined upon its merits. 

Dr. John H. Simon, member of the 
improvement association, said the work 
of laying the loop began Thursday, and 
that residents in the vicinity called 4 
meeting to protest against it. A coir- 
mittee comprised of Dr. Simon, E. H. 
Schwartz, president of the association, 
Alois Rothenheber and James O’Gorman 
went before the Board of Public Service 
ty» find ou* whether tne company had a 
permit to lay the tracks. 

“We were told by President Kinsey 
tha application had been made for a 
permit, but that it had not been grant- 
ed,’’ Dr. Simon said. We then informed 
the board that the company was laying 
the tracks without a permit. 

“We went from the office of the 
Beard of Public Service to Police 
Capt. Schwartz’ office in Forest Park 
anc asked him to stop the work. He 
sent policemen out, who stopped the 
werk because the company could 
shew no permit. 

“Work had not beer stopped half 
ar hour when the keeper of the park 
went to the Police Captain's office 
and told Capt. Schwart? that it was 
all right for the company to proceed 
with the work of laying the track. 
“Upon the park keeper's word, the 
Police Captain called off the police, 
and the men resumed the work. 

“As soon as the meén started to work 
again the association employed attor- 
neys and obtained an injunction in Judge 
Hennings’ court at 3 p. m. yesterday. 
This injunction should nave been served 
on the company by 4 p. m. 

“But the men were at work again this 
morning and our lawyers went to the 
Sheriff'e office to find out why the writ 
had not been served. They Cduld get no 
satisfaction. 

“The people living gouth of Forest 
Park do not want any loop inside of the 
park at Tamm avenue. We have been 
trving to get the city to give us a beau- 
tiful entrance there. The laying of a 
loop inside of the park will forever 
make it impossible to have a beautiful 
entrance on the south side of the park, 
and it will also prevent the improvement 
of the north side of Oakland avenue. 
“We think the interests of the puDlic 
ought to be considered by the Board 
of Public Service before authority is 
granted to tke railways company to 
put down tracks in Forest Park, which 
will not only mar the beauty of the 
park, but prevent the carrying out of 
plans for its beautification.

GEORGE B. COX, 


RIO POLITICAL 


DICTATOR, DIES 


Ruled Cincinnati Republicans, 
and Was Big Factor in State; 
Theatrical Magnate as Well. 


CINCINNATI, O., May 20.—George B 
Cox, 53 years old, politician and theat- 
rical magnate, died at his home early 
today. He was stricken with paralysis 
Feb. 29, from which he never recov- 
ered, although death is said to have 
been from pneumonia which developed 
in the last few days. ‘ 

Cox was one of the most widely 
known professional politicians in Ohio, 
a baseball magnate, a banker and part 
owner of one of the largest theatrica! 
syndicates in the country. Born in Cin- 
cinnati, Apvil 29, 1863, ie began his ca- 
reer as a newsboy, and later became a 
saioon keeper at “‘Dead Man's Corner,’ 
as the locality at Carlisle and Centra! 
avenues, Cincinnati, was known because 
of the numerous murders in the neigh- 
borhocd. 

Became Political Leader. 

lie immediately became a leader in 
local pelitics and soon spread his in- 
fluence until he virtually controlled the 
Republican machine in Hamilton Coun- 
ty, obtained a powerful hold on State 
politics and wielded an maerpencs in pa- 
tional campaigns. 

Early in his political career Cox was 
elected to the City Council. That, how- 
ever, was the only elective office to 
which he ever aspired. As leader of 
the Republican party in Hamilton Coun- 
ty, he selected as his chief lieutenants 
August Hermann, now chairman of the 
National Baseball Commission and 
president of the Cincinnati baseball 
club, and Rud Hynicka, who later be- 
came closely associated with Cox in 
theatrical ventures. ‘ 

Cox’s wprk in connection with the 
candidacy of Taft for the presidency, 
occasioned surprise among political ob- 
servers. When the former President 
was Secretary of War, he delivered ar 
address at Akron, O., supporting My- 
ron T. Herrick for Governor of Ohio. 
In this address he took occasion to say 
that if he voted that year he would cast 
a straight Republican State ticket, but 
would not support the Cincinnati city 
ticket placed on the ballot by the Re- 
publican organization. This was con- 
strued as a direct slap at the Cox or- 
ganization, but contrary to expectations, 
Hamilton County was solid for Taft 
when he was a candidate for President 
a short time later. 

Organization Later Defeated. 

When Cox announced his retirement 
from politics in 1908, Hermann and 
Hynicka continued the organization 
until it was beaten in the mayoralty 
race in Cincinnati a little more than 
three years later. 

Cox was president of the World Film 
Corporation, one of the largest picture 
producing and _ distributing concerns, 
chairman of the board of directors of 
the Shubert theatrical interests, vice 
president of the Marcus Loew amuseé- 
ment enterprises, and was interested ‘n 
the Keith vaudeville ci its. He ws 
president of the Cincinnati Trust Co. 
and held stock in various realty com- 
panies which have constructed theaters 
in New York City.

10TH CONTINUANCE 
IN SPEEDING CASE

Was Fined $50 After Arrest 
Last November and Ap- 
pealed Action. 


The tenth continuance in the case 
of C. K. Dickson Walsh, arrested on 
Nov. 23 last on a charge of speeding 
an automobile on Lindell boule- 
vard between Spring 


Whittier street, was granted 
in the Court of Criminal 
by Judge Clark. Walsh is the son 
of Julius S. Walsh, chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Mississippi 
Valley Trust Co. and of the Terminal 
Railroad Association. He is 44 years 
old. 

The record of the city’s attempt to 
collect a fine of $50 and costs assess- 
ed against Walsh six months ago ig 
an interesting one. On Nov. 24 he 
was fined $50 and costs amounting to 
about $14 in Police Judge Hogan's 
court. -An appeal was taken to the 
Court of Criminal Correction, and the 
hearing set for Dec. 9. On that day, 
at the request of the defendant, it 
was continued until Jan. 6. Then, 
again at the defendant's request, a 
second continuance was granted until 
Feb. 17. Cnee more at the request 
of the defendant, a third stay was 
granted until March 9. 

But on Feb. 21 Walsh's attorney, 
William FE. Baird, filed a motion ask- 
ing that the charge be quashed. This 
was denied on March 9, but Judge 
Clark assented to a fourth continu- 
ance until March 16. Og this date 
Baird entered a plea of guilty in be- 
half of his client, and filed a bond 
guaranteeing the payment of the fine 
and costs, but obtained a fifth con- 
tinuance, in the form of a stay of 
execution, until April 15. Baird ex- 
plained that his client was in New 
York and could not return until that 
date. 

On April 15 Baird obtained a sixth 
continued until April 13, stating 
that Walsh was still in New York. 
O. April 29 the case was continued 
a seventh time, until May 6, Baird 
explaining that Waish was still in 
the East. On the same ground the 
attorney persuadec the Court to 
grant an eighth postponement, until 
May 13, and then a ninth, until to- 
day This morning Judge Clark 
yielded the tenth continuance, until 
June 38.

Votes; 161 Against It. 


WASHINGTON, 
istration shipping bill, designed to up- 
build the merchant marine and strength- 
en the navy, passed the House today by 
a vote of 211 to 161, virtually in the 
: introduced. 

Immediately: afterward the conference 


report on the army bill was taken up. 
Chairman Hay of the Military Commit- 
tee urged that it be adopted. with all the 
increases agreed upon by the conferees. 

Republicans voting for the shipping 
bill were: Dillon, South Dakota; Young 
and Norton, South Dakota; Moss, West 
Virginia; Cary, Wisconsin: Miller and 
Farr, Peensylvania; Mooney, Ohio, and 
James, Michigan. Progressives: Martin, 
Louisiana; Nolan, California, and Schall, 
Minnesota. Two Democrats, Olney of 
Massachusetts and Slayden of Texas. 
voted against the bill, and Kent, the 
California independent, for it. 

The bill proposes to appropriate $50,- 
000,000 to be raised by Panama bonds, 
for the purchase, charter or lease of 
ships by the Government. These ships 
would be sold or leased to private cap- 
ital as rapidly as possible, with the Gov- 
ernment reserving the right to call them 
back into service as na‘al auxiliaries. 
The operation of such vessels as the 
Government was unable ‘o lease or sell 
would not extend beyond five years after 
the close of the European war. 

A shipping board of five members, em- 
powered to prevent rate discrimination 
and unfair practices by all ships plying 
American water, and to fix maximum 
rates would be created. The bill now 
goes to the Senate. 

Republicans, who yesterday delayed 
the vote by offering more than a hun- 
dred amendments, made no further at- 
tempt to amend the measure. Democrat- 
ic Leader Kitchin and others who op- 
posed the bill last year were won to its 
support by the clause limiting Govern- 
ment operation of ships to five years 
after the close of the war. 


FRENCH SENATE TO INQUIRE 
INTO MORGAN WAR CONTRACTS 


Subcommittee Appointed to Make In- 
vestigation; Protest Made by 
Resolution to Abuses. 

PARIS, May 20.—The Senate Commit- 
tee on Army contracts yesterday took 
action concerning the contracts for war 
material. A semi-official report of the 
Senate proceedings gives the action of 

the committee as follows: 

‘The Committee on Army Contracts 
decided unanimously to address to the 
Government, through its President, a 
protest against the abuses arising from 
the persistent intrusion of unqualified 
intermediaries in war contracts. The 
committee calls the attention of the 
public authorities to the urgent need 
for energetic measures to put an end 
to the profoundly regrettable practices. 

‘A&A gubcommittee was appointed to 
study the contract with J. P. Morgan 
& Co. and its effect on the contracts 
placed abroad by the War Office.”

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BUILDERS WOULD 
WELCOME BOARD 
OF ARBITRATION 


F. G. Boyd, Secretary of Asso- 
ciation, Tells of Difficulties 
in the Way. 


Difficulties in the way of arranging 
for an Arbitration Board to settle all 
labor disputes in St. Louis were outlined 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter today by 
F. G. Boyd, secretary of the Building 
Industries Association. He said that 
the great trouble is that neither the 
employers nor the employes are organ- 
ized so that they are represented by 
any central body. 


“Tt is easy to suggest,” Boyd said, 
“that the labor unions appoint a certain 
number of members of a committee, and 
that the employers appoint a certain 
number and that these members agree 
upon a man who might cast the decisive 
vote. 

“Contractors engaged in the building 
trades have been working upon this plan 
for years, and we seem as far from 
settlement as ever. For instance, just 
as regards the building trades, there is 
no central authority for elther workmen 
or contractors. 


‘The Iimiding Trades Cou::cil does not 
represent three of the strongest unions 
those of the masons, carpenters and 
plastorers. In vur own case the Master 
Builders have come to an agreemen: 
with the newly-formed organization of 
laborers, but the contractors engaged 
in wrecking aud excavating bolted the 
agreement and there is no power to en- 
force the agreement against them. 

“The minute the idea of a central or- 
ganization of all empolyers is sugested, 
the cry goes up of a trust of capital, 
and, moreover, each industry represented 
will insist upon having some man upon 
any arbitration board. Furthermore, 
there are few contractors whc will agree 
to be bound to some disadvantageous 
agreement simply because it is agree- 
able to other contractors. 

“I know that the members of the 
Building Industries Association will 
be glad to aid eny plan that might 
result in a general board of arbitra- 
tion, but the man has not appeared as 
yet who can present a plan that will 
satisfy the conflicting interests upon 
bcth sides.’ 

Work was continued today by non- 
union men, under police protection, 
upon the wrecking of the building at 
Ninth street and Washington avenue, 
where the new Hotel Statler is to be 
erected. Members of the Hodcarriers 
and Building Laborers’ Union, Local 
22 had pickets outside the building 
but there was no disturbance. 

Officers of the Building Trades’ 
Council said they had written letters 
to owners of all property upon which 
nonunion laborers are at work, ad- 
vising them that union laborers wil! 
refuse to continue work at these 
sites. Several contractors in Chicag», 
who do wrecking and e<cavating and 
who employ union men, have been 
requested by the union leaders to 
establish offices in St. Louis.

ALSO RANSACKED A DESK 


Investigating Committee Hears 
— $tory Concerning Work to 
Unearth Munitions Plot. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Pest-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 2.—It was Martin 


Bgan of J. P. Morgan & Co.'s offices, 
eccording to testimony before the 


Thompson Legislative Committee, who 
caused the detectaphone to be placed 
in the offices of Seymour & Seymour, 
lawyers, and munitions brokers, in the 
“quitable Building. District Attorney 
Swann has this testimony and it may 
lead to further developments, as a wit- 
ness testified that Detective W. J. 
Burns ransacked locked desks and 
searched papers found therein. 

Testimony as to the actual activity 

‘of Martin Egan of the Morgan firm 
came from George T. Mortinmer, presi- 
‘ent of the Equitable Building Cor- 
poration. He said in answer that he 
dad introduced Detective William J. 
‘Burns to Clarence T. Coley, operating 
‘manager of the building. 
. Bean had explained that the Morgan 
JSirm believed there was reason to sus- 
pect one of its employes was giving out 
confidential information to someone 
who had an office in the Equitable 
Building. He would not say that Egan 
suggested what Burns should do, but 
he explained that it was necessary to 
ascertain whether anything improper 
was going on on the building, and s0 
he promised to give Burns all the help 
he could. “Burns told me that he had 
made arrangements with the tenants of 
the adjoining offices to put in a dicta- 
phone, with my consent. I sent for 
Coley and told him to do as Burns 
asked him to.’’ 

‘Do you know who Mr. Egan is?” was 
abked. 

“IT can’t say exactly. He’s an import- 
aht man down there.” 

Morgan’s Publicity Agent. 

The directory gives Bgan’s occupa- 
tion -as “publicity manager’ of the 
Morgan concern. 

The details of Burns’ activities were 
given by Coley, Bartlett Smith and 
Charlies M. Kalb. , 

Smith testified he and his father were 
in the business of selling such instru- 
ments as detectaphones at 42 Broad- 
way. He knew W. J. Burns and the 
firm had sold him 73 detectaphones and 
a telephone tap. Burns didn’t tell him 
where he was going to use it, but he 
“knew now,’ said the witness, and 
he replied. 

In the Seymour & Seymour offices? 
he was asked, and .e answered yes. 

The witness said he had been taken 
to. the Seymour offices at night by 
Sherman Burns, one of the younger 
members of the detective’s family and 
others. They went into the rooms of 
the Belgian Relief Committee on the 
twenty-seventh floor, next to the Sey- 
mour & Seymour offices and he aided 
in boring a hole through the wall. The 
connecting door was opened and they 
walked into the law offices. Later the 
elder Burns joined the party. The wit- 
ness helped install the detectaphone, 
putting it behind a table. He heard one 
of the Seymours referred to as ‘‘The 
one who coughs,” and thus designated 
one of the rooms of the suite. 


On the next night he went again to, 


the office- and tried to bore through 
the wall to put in anothc: wire, but 
failed. He saw W. J. Burns enter the 
law office and open one of the roll-top 
desks; saw him take out some of the 
contents of the desk drawers and ex- 
amine them, putting them carefully 
back. He heard him dictate to Billy 
Lynch, one of Burns’ staff, some of 
the names from the cards in the desk 
and he heard someone say later that 
a “‘“‘whole book of notes’’ had been tak- 
en down by a Miss Murray, a Burns op- 
erative, over the deteétaphone. - He also 
asserted that he had instructed Burns 
as to the use of the telephone tap, but 
‘would not inatall it because he was 
told it was a felony to do so. 

The last witness on this line of the 
inquiry was Kalb, the electrician. 

“Where did you put the transmit- 
ters?’ was asked. 

“I put them on the electric fixtures,” 
said Kalb. They never were found. I 
took them out myself." 

Changed Door Locks. 

The witness explained how the locks 
on the office of the Belgian Committee 
had been changed to keep the porters, 
who had master keys, from getting in. 
The Burns people have refused to re- 
spond to the Thompson committees sub- 
poena, saying the committee was ex- 
coeding its authority and had no right 
to question them on the subject. 

Police Commisioner Arthur Woods tes- 
tified that the practice of wire talking 
Was one he found when he came into 
effice and he had kept the same men 
in charge of the work, as they had been 
chosen for their fitness and reliability.

What right has a 
crook got? He's an outlaw, opposed to 
the law that the people have set up. If 
people would spend less time talking of 
the rights of criminals and more time 
in helping the authorities we would be 
better off.’’ 

In several interviews and statements 
Mayor Mitchell yesterday insisted that 
the “‘listening in’’ on Seymour & Sey- 
mour’s: wire was ‘‘a national matter,” 
and to bring the matter before the pub- 
lic as the Thompson committee was 
doing was ‘‘treason.”’ District Attorney 
Marshall also gave out a statement 
that he had investigated the matter and 
knew ‘national interests’’ were in- 
volved.

Edward A. Krondl, Who Cap- 
tured Pageant Drama Contest, 
Takes the Aldermanic Prize. 


Edward A. Krondl of 2317 Indiana ave- 
nue is for the second time winner of a 
$100 awerd for tre best desizn ror the 
flag of St, He won the $100 prize 
offered by the Pageant Drama Associa- 


tion, but the design accepted by the as- 
sociation was rejected by the Board of 
Aldermen. Now he has won the prize of 
$100 offered by the Board of Aldermen. 
It was not known untl after the award 
in the second contest had been made that 
the successful contestant was Krondl. 
He had entered his design in the name 
of a friend, A. P. Woehrle, of 3214 Gus- 
tin avenue. His reason for doing so, he 
says, was purely ethical. He wanted to 
win on merit and not on the prestige 


gained by winning the previous contest 
169 Drawings Submitted. 


The Krondl design was chosen by the 
Aldermen from among 10 drawings sub- 
mitted by a committee from 169 de- 
signs that were entered by artists. Al- 
derman Baur, chairman of the commit- 
tee on selection, reported that the 10 
flag designs from which the entire 
board would choose, were unquestion- 
ably the best designs, in the commit- 
tee’s opinion. 

Krondl’s design was placed first in a 
row of drawings suspended in a com- 
mittee room and the Aldermen were al- 
most unanimous in favoring it as the 
most appropriate. 

The design has a shield in the center, 
on which is the crusader St. Louis, in 
white on a blue ground. There is a 
fleur de lis below the figure. There are 
three bars of red, white and blue, and 
in each corner is a star. The four stars 
represent St. Louis as occupying the 
place of fourth city of the nation and the 
bars are intended to indicate the rank 
the city may yet attain. 


Orange Color Is Left 
The artist, remembering that Fereiva 


Chubb, Ethical Society lecturer, had 
criticized the colors of the design ac- 
cepted in the first contest, arguing that 
the blue was too blue and the orange 
not orange enough, submitted seven 
different color schemes this time. In 
his largest drawing the top and bottom 
bar were blue and the middle bar 
white and the shield red. The other 
color schemes were on small attached 
designs. The Aldermen decided that 
they liked the Wars best In red, white 
and blue, with a blue shield. 
Alderman Fett asked to be excused 
from voting, on the ground that he was 
too patriotic to vote for any flag ex- 
cept the stars and stripes.

A NEW NOVEL BY GORKY. 
AXIM GORKY rises to his full 
Vi stature as a fiction writer in his 
new novel, ““‘The Confession.”’ It 
is but a short time sinee this grat Rus- 
sian gave in a powerful and gripping vol- 
ume the sordid story of his miserable 
boyhood and the reader’s impulse on 
picking up the new work is to conclude 
that this is, perhaps, a continuance of 
his self-revelations. But “The Confes- 
sion’ is wholly fiction—the story of a 
thirsty soul in quest of the waters of 
life and finally adjusting itself to the 
world through a wholesome contact 
with the people that enables him to 
share their aspirations and become a 
part of their movement for the democra- 
tization of mankind. 

The story would be lacking in genuine 
Russian atmosphere if it were not shock- 
ing, and even harrowing, at times. The 
picture of life in the Russian monasteries 
and nunneries may be qualified by both 
these adjectives, but they conform to 
the newspaper stories that have been 
filtering through the Russian censorship 
for years. The Russian industrial slave, 
48 pictured by Gorky, seems too igno- 
rant and backward for any nook or cor- 
ner of the world in this age of reason 
and enlightenment; but the blight of ig- 
norance and absolutism still desolates 
ihe Russian peasant class till it regarés 
with dumb amazement any ray of the 
Sun of Liberty that may filter into its 
darkened abode. 

The ban of exile has been lifted against 
Gorky and he again is an honored citi- 
zen of the empire. But, if he loves Rus- 
sia more, for calling him back to his 
home, there is no sign in this book that 
his eyes have become less keen to the 
tragedy that she compels her low!y-born 
to enact under the guise of living. 

The story is of Matvel, bastard- 
born, who has the instincts and feel- 
ings and pride of a gentleman—be- 
cause his father was of that class— 
and the environment and necessities 
of a peasant—because his mother 
was one—seeking a sphere in which 
his aspirations and his necessities 
can be made to harmonize. In the 
course of his career, he is son-in- 
law to a hated money-lender, a monk, 
a gardener in a nunnery and a work- 
er in a steel factory. He shows us 
peasant Russia in many aspects. In 
the end, he finds serenity and happi- 
ness by casting his lot with the com- 
mon people and becoming a part of 
them and their movement and forget- 
ting the aspirations above his class 
-that formerly wooed him to discon- 
tent. There is an abundance of fine 
character drawing but three figures 
stand out as memorable—an ascetic 
who sits in his coffin under the altar 
of a monastery craving the good 
things of life, and surreptitiously 
gourmandizing on bread but not dar- 
ing to make his wants known lest he 
lose his saintship; the genial peripa- 
tetic monk whose pilgrimage makes 
a quaint philosopher of him and the 
drunken old bird-catcher who finds 
God in everything. 

Rose Strunsky, the translator, hae 
written a valuable preface to the 
book.—(Stokes. ) 


A WAR BOOK WORTH READING, 
OHN REED and Boardman Robin- 
J son have made a book out of 
their war-time adventures in 
Saloniki, Servia and Russia and a 
very quaint and delightful volume it 
is.

spondent, has gathered’ many 
laurels for himself from the high- 
ways in the wake of the great war. 
Starting out in the Belgian and French 
lines, he worked his way into German 
favor and connection, thence on down 
through the Balkans to Constantinople. 
I: was in the latter city that he en- 
countered the greatest luck, for he was 
enabled to make many trips down the 
Gallipoli Peninsula, while Britain and 
France were butting their braifs out 
against the ramparts that guarded the 
Dardanelles. News in America was 
scarce from that seat of war, though 
the' public craved to know what was 
going on there. Mr. Ruhl contributed 
greatly to the relief of this curiosity. 
One of the classics born of the war is 
“The Adventure of the Fifty Hostages,’’ 
which is his story of how the Turks 
gathered up 680 members of the allied 
nations in Constantinople and took them 
down to a village on Gallipoli that the 
French and English warships were bom- 
barding. The cold-blooded plant was to 
put them in exposed places to be killed 
by the 14-inch shells. How the Amer- 
ican embassy saved them and had them 
taken back to the city after days of 
skillful maneuvering, in an endeavor to 
make the Turks see the folly of their 
scheme, madé a very amusing story 
after it was all over, and Mr. Ruhl told 
it incomparably. His stories, including 
the one, published in various newspapers 
and magazines, dating from the siege 
of Antwerp to the departure of the al- 
lies from the Dardanelles, have been 
gathered into one volume, and it is 
worthy of a place in any library. (Scrib- 
ner’s.)

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made friends among the quaint, 
strange peoples they encountered and 
they had opportunities for studying 
the peasantry that probably would 
not have been afforded them in time 
of peace.

The natives 
did not seek to remove these ghastly 
evidences of the tragedy of a war 
epidemic for the remarkable reason 
that they regard sanitation and kin- 
dred precautions as evidence of cow- 
ardice and fear of death. No Balkan 
denizen is such a poltroon, and so the 
dead lay where they fell, moldering 
above ground until their elements 
were absorbed into the atmosphere 
again. (Scribner’s.)

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The Proposed School Survey. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

We note that Dr. Charles H. Judd of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago has addressed «he principals 
and teachers of the St. Louis public schools in 
ar endeavor to secure their co-operation in thé 
coming survey of our school system. 

If our past experience is worth anything, he 
will get no such co-operation, but rather opposi- 
tion, judging from the attitude of a number of 
maid principals and teachers with reference to 
oear organizations, the School Patrons’ Associa- 
times, for instance, in which their short-sighted- 
meen and intense aloofness cannot see benefit 
which can or might accrue to them by co-operat- 
ing in a willing and cheerful manner with the 
business mén of this city who are the active 
supporters of these associations, men who are 
texpayers, whose children compose these schools, 
end men who hold important c-nd influential posi- 
tions in the business and political walks of life 
These teachers are seeking a great many things 
in the way of relief, advancement, increase of sal- 
ary or ultimate pension maybe, but can they ob- 
tain any of these by continually a@opting a defi- 
ant attitude towards those who hold the balance 
of power? 

Much good has been done in a legislative way 
by the’ St. Louls Public School Patrons’ Alliance 
and many benefits have accrued to the schools 
through thé efforts of the Branch School Associa- 
tions, but generally speaking it has been uphill 
work, and many teachers have refused to affiliate 
as members or assist in any way in the good 
work. 

Numerous changes are looming up on the 
horizon of our educational field, changes necessi- 
tated by unsatisfactory results, largely the out- 
come of a lack of co-ordination and sympathy 
between the teaching fraternity and the taxpayer 
and parent. 

The large majority of “thinking parents,” those 
who are not always willing tc accept without a 
. Murmur anything and everything which is served 
up to them on a platter, that majority I say, will 
acclaim the investigation of the different branches 
of our educational work by Dr. Charles H. Judd, 
Director of Education of the University of Chi- 
cago. 

I? this investigation does not reach the desired 
features, it may at least start something which 
will end in a general overhauling of the present 
system. It would be well for teachers and prin- 
cipals to watch the coming events and to take 
their cue accordingly.

It is charged that he is moved by politics in 


aeo {delaying negotiations. The politics is in his crit- 
ejics, who are trying desperately to make political 


capital against him. 

The President is helpless to start a peace move- 
ment unless encouraged by belligerent nations on 
both sides. Any movement without such encour- 
agement would be a mistake and might be fatal 
to our influence in favor of peace. The President 
cannot force peace. He cannot even suggest it 
publicly of his own motion to any belligerent 
without danger of offense. A nation at war would 
resent being put in the position of publicly re- 
jecting peace overtures. 

The best the President can do is to hold him- 
self in readiness to act at the first hint that peace 
mediation would be welcome to both sides. He 
has offered mediation in general terms. Undoubt- 
edly he has given the warring nations to under- 
stand that he will act as mediator—will take a 


decided step whene¥er they are willing to listen. 


That the President is anxious for peace at the 
earliest possible moment and would eagerly pro- 
mote it cannot be doubted. It would be not only 
a great stroke for humanity, but good politics at 


any time.

In Detroit Col. Roosevelt said something worth 


saying, and sald it well: 

There is no use in getting ready to defend 
ourselves a little, but not much. That is 
equivalent to announcing that, if necessary, 
we shall hit, but only hit soft. 

It is a soft answer that turneth away wrath, but 


not a soft blow, which serves no purpose but to 
invite destruction. Harking back to the Colonel 
—let us speak softly but carry a big stick. Not 
a stuffed club, but a club that will knock the 
stuffing out of whatever we have to hit with it. 
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CONSCRIPTION IN THE NATIONAL GUARD. 

New enlistments provide 180 of the 200 men 
sought by the First Regiment N. G. M., though 
not all of the 130 will be eligible for this year’s 
Nevada camp under the time limit. 

A statute just approved by Gov. Whitman of 
New York greatly facilitates the task of maintain- 
ing militia organizations at their prescribed 
strength. It authorizes the Governor to have an 
enrollment made of all men between the ages of 
18 and 45, qualified for military service. 

It is further provided that whenever voluntary 
enlistment is insufficient to prevent the national 
guard of the State «s a whole or any unit of it 
frcm falling below its legal -ninimum, the defi- 
ciency is to be made up by draft on the enrolled 
citizens. 

Conscription under Federal auspices was resort- 
ed to during the Civil War, but its use to force 
service in the national guard may seem a radical 
departure in policy. However, up to a compara- 
tively recent time laws survived on the statute 
books of not a few Western as well as Eastern 
states requiring township and other local officers 
to list and report the names of all citizens of mil- 
itary age within their jurisdictions. It was made 
the theoretical duty of these citizens to turn out 
on one day each year for instruction. These 
laws, which had long fallen into disuse before 
their repeal, perpetuated from the antebelluni 
period the old New England “training day.” 

New York’s new law, which is one of several de- 
fense measures passed at the late session, Is 
really only return to the ancient practice of pre 
paredness in America, with many training days en- 
joined instead of only one useless training day. 
Presumably resort will be made to it in times of 
profound peace, as well as when danger seems im- 
minent. If strictly enforced the very fact that 
service is made obligatory on the citizen may be 
expected to stimulate voluntary recruiting. 
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TWO FAMOUS REBELS. 

Probably the two most interesting rebels of 
modern times are Roger Casement and Karl Lieb- 
knecht. The world war has brought both men 
ty the front as examples of that astounding form 
of enthusiasm which causes a man to maintain a 
certain course at the risk of his life. Liebknecht’s 
father, the famous Wilhelm, actually set Roger 
Casement an example by invading Germany, with 
a small band of fellow enthusiasts, in the attempt 
to proclaim a republic in Baden. He only escaped 
death as the result of his temerity because a mob 
—a German mob—pbroke into the courtroom at his 
trial and forced his acquittal. 

These two famous rebels, Karl Liebknecht and 
Roger Casement, may be studied on their personal 
side by readers of the Sunday Post-Dispatch. The 
issue of next Sunday contains a series of letters 
written by Casement in 1914, to Poultney Bige- 
low, and an intimate interview with Karl Lieb- 
uinecht, by Gilbert Hirsch, a special correspondent 


of the Post-Dispatch at Berlin. 

There is, of course, a natural tendency to look 
upon Casement as a knavish turncoat, because, 
for nearly twenty years he served as British Con- 
sul in various parts of the empire. For all that 
time he was in the pay of that country against 
$hich he has plotted and which is now trying 
him for treason. But Mr. Bigelow, who knew him 
intimately during his years of loyal service to 
Great Britain, believes that his arduous and even 
dangerous labors jn the tropics have developed 
eccentricity hardly short of madness, in a natural- 
lv strong mind. It is, indeed, extraordinary, that 
a man of so lovable a character, who showed such 
zeal for the welfare of the country which employed 
him in honorable positions, should, in her great- 
est emergency, exhibit the opposite traits. 

The interview with Liebknecht is of interest be- 
cause, as the one uncompromising Socialist lead- 
er in the Reichstag, if he lives, he will most likely 
be the guiding spirit in whatever movement to- 
wards democracy the German masses may be able 
to make when the war comes to an end. And, in 
enite cf his vntirina and undaunted anposition to 
Prussian methods, which the champions of those 
methods believe to be necessary to save Germany, 
it ts probable thet Kar! Liebknecht will not only

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PROGRESS IN SMOKE ABATEMENT. 

As a phase of the clean-up campaign in St. 
Louis, the smoke abatement movement has been 
lent new interest and energy. | 

The season of greatest fuel consumption cads 
with a record of further gratifying accomplish- 
ments for the women’s organization devoted to 
smoke abatement.. Some of these are summar- 
ized in the following. 

All passenger and switching locomotives 
in St. Louis are now equipped with smoke- 
consuming devices. 

More than a month ago 12 copper smoke 
gSuages were placed in position in various 
parts of the city and wifl be maintained at a 
cost of $400 a year fora scientific study under 
Washington University professors of the local 
smoke problem. 

Factories and even brick kilns are co-oper- 
ating successfully for smoke prevention. The 
worst offenders are now the apartment houses 
and private residences. 

The smoke abatement committee of the 
clean up organization is running “smoke talk” 
slides in 128 motion theaters and a picture 
film demonstration of locomotive smoke pre- 
vention.

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TRANSCONTINENTAL GASOLINE RECORD. 

An automobile has been driven from Los Ange- 
les to New York in seven and one-half days. 

To appreciate the space annihilation this record 
marks, it is unnecessary to go back to the days 
of the overland express for comparisons. It js 
not so many years since it would have required 
as much time to make the trip on the fastest ex- 
press trains. It is not many hours more than 
the time now required via some routes and some 
trains. Letters mailed to New York from Los 
Angeles will probably not be delivered in an 
average time of much less than seven and one- 
half days. 

The distance is placed at 3471 miles and to 
establish the record the automobile had to make 
361-6 miles an hour, including all stops. 

But a-new and more wonderful conveyance is 
soon to be perfected and rendered fool proof for 
the use of the individual, increasing his inde- 
pendence of public utility service and making him 
master of his movements. By how much will this 
motor car record be surpassed by the aeroplane 
record during the coming coast-to-coast competi- 
tion? 
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LION AND THE LAMB.

One of the age-old but always startling phe- 
nomena of the social world is the way the unco’ 
gude and the unco’ bad, who might be expected 
to be at the two extremes of current social theory 
as they are of practice, round the complete circle 
of human experience and are found advocating the 
same thing. 

In St. Louis just now there are two remarkable 
situations that illustrate this meeting of extremes 
with startling completeness. 

An initiative petition is being circulated for 
the absolute prohibition of the manufacture, sale 
or use, even medicinally, of liquor in Missouri. 

It was drawn up and started on its way by some 
sincere and worthy people who say they were 
“called by the Lord” to do this thing. It is so 
unwise, so improbable of passage, and if by acci- 
dent it should pass, so impossible of enforcement, 
that the advocates of temperance are unanimouslf 
against it. The Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union and the Anti-Saloon League have publicly 
and privately entreated the unworldly fanatics to 
desist. 

But, it is said, this prohibition amendment is be- 
ing signed across the bars of some of the saloons 
in St. Louis. From the saloon keepers’ point of 
view, nothing could be more profitable than to get 
that amendment on the ballot in November. It 
would kill prohibition in Missouri for some years 
to come. 

And now comes the question of the regulation of 
the use of the municipal swimming pools. Some 
good and worthy people object to boys and girls 
They “ought to be” sepa-

rated. 
Of course, separating them in the municipal 


pools is not going to separate them. They mey be 
driven out of the clean, wholesome, well super- 
vised municipal pools, but in the private, commer- 
cial pools that cannot afford to pay either for con- 
tinuous clean water or effective supervision, the 
boy and girl attendance will be doubled. 

Summer evening parties are not going to cease 
to be, they are merely going to move. And since 
the boys and girls, not to mention the husbands 
and wives, fathers, mothers and children, who 
went to the municipal pools in the torrid July and 
August days have not always much money to 
spend on recreation, most of the swimming parties 
will move to the cheapest and consequently most 
poorly equipped and managed of the privately-run 
pools. 

The orthodox religious men and women who ini- 
tiated the prohibition amendment are amazed 
and confused to find themselves lined up with the 
barkeepers. The advocates of super propriety at 
the municipal pools will doubtless be equally 
amazed to find themselves working for the benefit 
of precisely that element of the community that

Although the school for educating and 
training young men in the theory and 
practice of military science, to fit them 
for duty as officers of the United States 
army, Was not established until after 
Washington's death, he was in a way 
the real founder.

1796 he urged upon Congress the neces- 
sity of such an institution. The Con- 
tinental Congress, as early as 1776, had 
also suggested the desirability of ‘a 
military, school for the army.”’ 

Authorized in 1802, the military acad- 
emy was opened on the Fourth of Ju'y, 
with a class of 10 cadets. Prior to that 
time a number of students had been en- 
rolled at the forts at West Point, where 
a corps of artilleries and engineers were 
stationed and informal instruction had 
been given in the arts of war. 


The first decade of the academy’s ex- 
istence was marked by many vicissi- 
tudes. Although Congress had created 
the institution, the lawmakers apparent. 
ly soon forgot all about it, and, lacktne 
sufficient funds for its proper conduct. 
the academy authorities were hard 
pressed to keep it alive. At one time 
the school was without a single in- 
structor. In its first 10 years only 1% 
students graduated. 


In 1812 President Madison brought 
about: a reorganization of West Point. 
Soon 260 students were enrolled, and 
the institution began to assume some- 
thing of its present form. It was not 
until 1817, however, that West Point be- 
gan to receive serioug consideration in 
the military world. Col. Sylvanus 
Thayer, who has been called “the 
Father of West Point.’’ was appointed 
to command, and it was he who intro- 
duced the uniform, the organization and 
rules of study. Under his contro] the 
academy gained prestige and renown. 
Tn 1833, when he resigned the command, 
West Point had won the respect of tha 
military men of Burope and was count- 


ed among the world’s most famous in. 
‘etitutions of its kind. 


In view of the present agitation for 
war preparedness, West Point may as- 
sume even greater importance in the 
coming years. One of the great lessons 
or this war has been the necessity for 
trained, skilled, scientific leadership. 
the lack of which has been keenly fe!t 
in several of the nations involved. <A 
great increase in the number of cadet» 
must necessarily accompany any in- 


crease in the military establishment.
